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TOUR OF DEER RANGE 
IMPROVEMENT PROJECT 
IN SOUTHERN REGION 


District Foresters, Fish and W'ld- 
life Supervisors:and Technicians from 
Parry Sound, Lindsay, Tweed, Pem- 
broke Forest Districts, have just com- 
pleted an inspection tour of deer 
range improvement projects in four 
districts of the Southern Region. The 
purpose .of the inspection tour was 
to acquaint each of the four districts 


with the different techniques employ- | 


ed by each in improving*deer range 
under the different and varying con- 
ditions that exist in each of the areas 
concerned. : 

These were “on site” inspections 
with the various Department repre- 
sentatives exchanging information on 
improvement methods. 

To date the four Southern dsitricts 
concerned have put to use such me- 
thods in deer range improvemnt as 
‘cutting’ where free and shrub growth 


had grown beyond the reach of deer | 


on their winter rangé. This is aimed 
at producing new growth of trees 


and shrubs that will be within easy , 


reach of browsing deer. “Trimming” 
of shrub growth to about 18 inches 
off the ground to induce new and 
more profuse suckering where these 


duce new growth of trees and shrubs 
in areas where growth of new seed- 
lings are lacking. “Cutting and bend- 
ing” of certain tree species. In this 
operation the tree has grown to a size 
beyond the reach of deer; it is cut 
partially through at the trunk and 
laid over flat to the ground, with part 
of the inner bark (cambium) left in- 
tact. When trees are cut in this man- 
ner, new shoots and suckers grow on 
the tree in a horizontal position with- 
in easy reach of deer so that they can 
browse upon it with ease. 

“Thinning” dense tree cover to open 
up the canopy (tops) to allow light 
penetration through to the forest 
floor, thus the inducement of new 
plant growth that will provide browse. 

“Strip cutting” to provide browse 
stems in the immediate vicinity of 
cover. In areas where strip cutting

NEW LABOUR CODE 
INCLUDES ONE & A HALF 
OVERTIME PAY 


Labour Minister, Dalton Bales re- 
cently announced new legislation to 
assure additional basic employment 
rights to Ontario workers. 

He was introducing an Act entitled 
The Employment Standards Act 1968, 
which will replace several other Acts 
concerning employment. 

Mr. Bales said the new Act would 
bring Ontario's employment standards 
legislation into line with working 
conditions that have wide acceptance 
in the ‘Province. 

The new Act, expected to be effec- 
tive in the Fall, includes all the bene- 
fits made available to workers under 
the present legislation and establishes 
the following new provisions: 

Time and a half for overtime be- 
yond 48 hours in a week. 

Bqual pay for men and women do- 
ing the same work. : 

Seven statutory holidays for which 
employees would receive time and 4& 
half if they ‘work on these days. 

The new legislation also will em- 
power the Labour Department to col- 
lect unpaid wages for employees UP 
to a total claim of $1,000. 

Mr. Bales also repeated @ statement 
made during his estimates speech that 
the minimum wage would be increas- 
ed in Ontario this year on the basis 
of surveys and studies which are be- 
ing prepared by his staff, MS 

The Minister also said that he in- 
tends to inaprove working conditions 
in the futube for the unorganized sec 
tion of the Sbour force.

Sometimes the world seems 
a pei rotten place to live, 
and one of them was during the 
period of shock and horror fol- 
lowing the assassination of Sen- 
ztor Robert Kennedy. 


Rut there's always some- 
thing to redeem us from hbit- 
terness and hopelessness. For 
me, it was the magnificent dis- 
play of courage and dignity pre- 
sented by the Kennedy family. 

The Irish are often present- 
ed as over-dramatic = and 
ever-sentimental in the pres- 
ence of death. This family, 
with its Irish roots, gave the 
lie to that picture. No tears, 
no hysteria, but an almost 
classical acceptance of trag- 
edy, down to the littlest ones. 


There seems little evidence 
that the appalling record of 
violence in the United States 
will be halted or even slowed 
down by the recent assassi- 
nations of Kennedy and King. 


The foofawraw ‘ about the 
sale of guns is merely lock- 
ing the door after the beast 
is louse. There are so many 
guns floating around in the 
States that it would take ten 
years and the co-operation of 
the entire populace to round 
them up and get rid of them. 
And you'd still have an un- 


_derground market for the 


nuts. 

Americans claim they are 
# peace-loving people. And 
they mean it. But the tradi- 
lion of violence as a means 
of solving things is woven 
deeply into the fabric of their 
history, and it’s going to be 
hard to pluck out. 

They fought the British in 
1776 and again in 1812. They 
fought each other in a civil 
war of unparalleled ferocity. 
They fought the Spanish and 
Mexicans and took Texas. 

They attacked Spain again 
on flimsy grounds and wound 
up with a. number of colo- 
nies. 

They killed passenger pi- 
-peons and buffalo and In- 
dians to the point’ of extinc- 


tion. Pile on top of tht two 


massive world wars, the Ko- 
rean war and the present un- 
declared war in Vietnam, and 
it’s a pretty impressive record 
for a peace-loving people. 

_ I'm not being sardonic. I 


believe the: Americans are a -

great people, and basically a 
people. They 
don't wart to rule the world, 
as other wvreat nations have 
done and still do. But the 
evidence of violence as a 
means to an end is unavoid- 
able. 


Politically, there is a histo- 
ry of assassination: and at- 
tempts at it that would make 
a Balkan state green with 
envy. ¢ ; 

American folk-heroes were 
men of violence: Billy the 
Kid, Jesse James, murderers 
both. Gangsters have ruled 
cities like kings. There was a 
deep fascination with the ca- 
reers of murderers like Pret- 
ty Boy Floyd .and John Dil- 
linger. 

And what's the latest 
craze, in everything from fa- 
shions to advertising? A sick 
movie about a couple of sick 
killers, Bonnie and Clyde. 

And what's ahead? More of 
the same. The American neg- 
ro, after a century of sub- 
servience, has caught the 


. sickness, and he’s going to 


get what he wants, by violence, 
if necessary. 

Vandalism, hoodlumism, 
beatings, knifings are part of 
daily life in big ¢ities. Stu- 
dent Power and Black Power 
vie for headlines, and get 
them. 

The vast body of Ameri- 
cans, the good people, the 
decent people, must he sick 
at heart and bewildered. The 
American Dream is turning, in- 
to a nightmare. , 

But you cannot indict a na- 
tion on the performance of a 
junatic fringe. Americans 
are a people of goodwill, of 
boldness, and of great inge- 
nuity.. Surely they will find a 
way to purge the sickness. 

We have nothing to be 
smug about. There is a grow- 
ing lawlessness and violence 
creeping into our Canadian 
society. The only reason it’s 
comparatively mild is that 
we have a small population 
in @ big country. 

We can only wish our good 
neighbors our sympathy and 
the fervent hope-that solu- 
tions will be found, and soon, 
to the problems that beset 
them,
